WaHhIngton, September C— The gov- 
ernment today took drastic action to 
end tbe anti-war propaganda and ao- 
tlvttlea oonduoted In the name of the 
Induatrial Workera of the World, the 
Socialist Party and other organiia- 
tiona throughout tho United States. 

On orders from Attorney General 
Gregory, United States marshals In 
many towns and cities descended at 2 
p. m., central time, upon local head- 
quarters of the 1. W. W., aelied booka, 
checks, correspondence and other 
document! and In aome, Inatanoea, ar- 
retted officiali found upon the prem- 
iiea. 

In Chicago, federal agents took 
possession of the national headquar- 
ters of the Socialist Party and a war 
rant authorizing the seizure of its 
documenta waa aenred upon Ita oonn- 
sel. 

The seizure of documenta waa car- 
ried out in accordance with a plan 
perfected by William C. Bltta, anlat 
ant attorney general, working under 

the direction of the attorney general. 
A statement issued by the department 
of justice, announced the seizure ol 
tlie papers was made In connection 
with a Federal grand jury Invest ina 
tion of the Industrial Workers of the 
World now proceeding at Clilcago. 

"Tbia action waa taken under the 
direction of the attorney general," 
saya a atatonent liaued at the de 
partment ot juatlce, "and In connec 
tlon with a grand Jury Investigation 
which Is In progress In the United 
States court In the northern district 
of Illinois." I 
Tho Investigation was begun by the 1 
grand jury at Chicago aa a result of j 
a great accumulation of charges of 
all aorta, mostly ot vlolatlona of the 
eapionage law, directed agalnat the 
Industrial Workera ot the World and 
ita leaden. 

"The government at 2 p. m., today, 
Chicago time," the department atate- 
ment says, "took possession under ap- 
propriate legal process of such docu- 
mentary evidence, check books, cor- 
respondence, etc., of the Industrial 
Workers of the Worid In all parts of 
the United Statea aa la dealred or 
needed by the United Statea In con- 
nection with the Indictment and pro- 
secution of certain individual offend- 
ers who have utilized the nama of that 
organization In connection with viola- 
tions of the federal laws." 

The exact nature of the alleged of- 
fenses was not disclosed. It was said 
that would be determined by the fed- 
eral grand Jury at Chicago. The in- 
veatlgatlon waa begun aeoretly a 
short time ago and until today's dras- 
tic action, waa known only to the of- 
flcials concerned. 

The department's action was taken 
on the eve of a report to President 
Wilson by Chief Justice Covington of 
the Supreme Court of the Dislrict of 
Columbia, who was designated recent- 
ly by the President to invcstlBate the 
labor aituation in the West. Judge 
Covington baa completed hia Invaatl- 
gatlon, which lasted aeveral weeks 
and took him to the Paclafltt coast, 
and probably will report penonally to 
President Wilson tomorrow.

In the year of grace in which we are engaged in a Htrugglo with 
Prusslaiiisni, we liavc finally made oiir legislative praetiee Hiinilar to 
that (»!' the Trussian or the Japanese Diet. The tendency began, per- 
haps, aa far back as President McKinley's time. Under President 
Roosevelt, tlic i-xeeulivc laid down the priiieiple whieh the Lesjisla- 
Uire elotlied in the lonn of law; Iml now, and for some time past, a 
ministry, responsible not to the popular legislature, but to an execu- 
tive, (loiiiiiiiiliiifi and only (pnulrennially responsible, prepares and 
sends to the legislature, not the basis, but the form of laM'. It is 
(hardly fair to speak of executive unsurpation. It would he juster to 
npproaeb tlic subject from the point of view of eonfjressioiiiil al)di('a- 
tion. The multitude of committees — many ol them idle, some of them 
atrophied — does not make for a sense of close collective responsibility. 
We all of lis know of sneb coimiiiltces as those nti Indiiiii depreda- 
tions, and the disposition of waste papers in the executive de])arliiient. 
The committcPH are too many ; their chairmen, very able though some 

of ttli'iii be. iU'e clidseii solely beeiiiise of senority of coiiseeul ive ser-' 
viee on the eommittees. It .seems eerlaiii thai the jiresidential powei- 
will continue to increaHo until CnngresH has the resolution and the 
vision lo throw off the bonds of its present eoiniiiiltee system, anil 
orguiii/,(; under the eolleelive leadership of the men who represent the 
best ability of the parties and their concerted opinion. 

One would hardly e.xpeet advocates of (iernmn " fright fuhn'ss" 
to have left an.v cnpaeity to be shocked by this time, yet Oermnn edi- 
tors are lifliiii;- llieii' hands in holy liorrnr of t lie Aiiierieiiii wieKl llne^s 
revealeil in our {jovernment's refu.sal to permit further shipments 
food to its enemies through neutral countries.
